adopted this substitute for lint, and
12,000 kilograms of it were sent with
the expeditionary force to Madagasear,
By =» different process of chemical
treatmnent the, peat is formed into a
materinl from which auny article re-
quiring hardness and durability can
be prodaced. The Gorman syndieate
has now on exhibition in London in-
sulatore, nxle boxes, mnchinery bear-
ings, gun stooks, pianoforte legs snd
nnmerous other things to ilinstrate
the possibilities of this new material.

Peat has boen used in this eountry
for lining refrigerators and cold stor-
age rooms and to some extent as a
covering for stenm pipes, beoanse of
its value ns & non-conductor of heat.
But by these new Germau processes o
wide fiold appears to have been
opened, in which capital and labor
may be profitably employed, and the
Irish peat bogs acquire a valae hith-
erto unkvown, One of the largest
buds of fine pest in this eountry un-
derlies the Great Dismal Swamp of
Virginin, If the experiments of the
CGierman chemists should nltimately
result in n large ntilization of Irelnnd's
great deposits, it will not be long be-
fore some Amevican chemist deter:
